The following is the President's veto 
of the Freedmen’s Bureau bill to the 
House of Representatives: 

A careful examination of the bill pass- 
ed by the two Houses of Coagress, en- 
tilled an Act to continue in force and to 
amend an Act to establish a bureau for 
the relief of freedmen Bud refugees. and 
for otber purposes, bas convinced me 
that the legislation which it proposed 
would not be censistent with the wel- 
fure of the couatry, and that it falls 
clearly within’ the reasons assigned in 
my messuge of the 19th of February 
last, returning without my signature 
Lasimular measure which originated in 
the Senate. It is not my purpose to re- 
peat the objeetiuns which I then urged; 
they are al! yet fresh in your recollec- 
tidn and can be readily examined as 
part of the records of one b:auch of the 
national legislature; adhering to the 
primciples set forth in that message I 
now re-affirm them and the policy there- 
in indicated. The only ground upon 
which this kind of legislation can be 
justified is that of the war making power 
tbe act of which this bill is intended, as 
@ majority was passed during the exist- 
ence of war. . By its own provisions it 
is to t-:mnoate, in ore year from 
the cessation of hostilities and declara- 
tion of peace. It is therefore yet in ex- 
istence, and it is likely it will continue 
in force as long as the freedmen may re- 
qu fa the benefits of its provisions. It 
wii certainly remaio in operation as a 
law uotil some months subsequence to 


gresa, when, if experience sball make 
evident, the necessity of additional leg- 
islation the two Houses will bave am- 
ple time to mature and pass the requi- 
site measures. Ia the meantime the 
questious arise, why should this war 
measure be continued beyond the peri- 
od desiggate@ in tbe original act? And 
why in time of peace sbould military 
tribunals be creatcd to continue until 
each State shall be fully restored in its 
constant relations to the Government, 
and shall be duly represented in the 
Congress of the United Statea. It was 
manifest, with respect to the act approv- 
ed March 3d, 1866, tbat providence and 
wisdom alike required that jurisdiction 
over ali cases, coucerning free enjoy- 
ment of the immunities and rights of 
citizenship as well as protection of per- 
son and property, should be conferred 
upon some tiibunal in every State or 
District. Where the ordinary course of 
judicial preceedings is no longer inter- 
rupted, the courts, both State and fed- 
eral, are now io full, complete and suc- 
cess!ul operation, and through them ev 
ery person, regardless of race or color, 
is entitled to and can be beard. The
